Freshman  Profile 


Mr.  Lawrence  Jackson,  Ad- 
missions Director  at  FSC,  has 
issued  an  interesting  profile  of 
new  students  at  the  college  this 
fall. 

"He  (or  she)  is  one  of  671  new 
students  at  the  College  this  fall, 
511  of  whom  are  freshmen,  39 
are  in  nursing  training  at  Bur- 
bank  Hospital,  and  121  are  trans- 
fering  students.  He  numbers 
among  his  associates  240  men 
and  431  young  ladies. 

"If  a  freshman,  he  has  come 
from  one  of  181  different  high 
schools  or  academies.  He  might 
be  one  of  our  two  out-of-state 
students.  If  a  transfering  stu- 
dent, he  has  formerly  been  at 
one  of  more  than  thirty  colleges 
or  universities,  and  from  as  far 
away  as  California  and  North 
Dakota,  or  Florida  and  Virginia. 

"Again,  if  a  freshman  he  will 
have  average  SAT  Verbal  and 
Math  scores  of  about  500.  He  will 
almost  certainly  be  in  the  upper 
half  of  his  high  school  graduat- 
ing class,  and  very  possibly  in 
the  first  quarter.  Of  our  511 
freshmen,  207  were  in  the  first 
quarter  and  230  in  the  second 
quarter. 


"What  sort  of  a  course  is  he 
taking?  He  will  be  among  the 
146  planning  to  major  in  elemen- 
tary education;  the  86  in  special

French  Theatre  Company's  "Tartuffe" 


The  French  theatre  company, 
LE  TRETEAU  DE  PARIS,  will 
shortly  begin  its  eleventh  Ameri- 
can tour  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Government  of  the  French 
Republic  and  the  French  Cul- 
tural Services  in  a  new  produc- 
tion of  "Le  Tartuffe." 

The  Company  will  appear  at 
Fitchburg  State  College  for  a 
single  evening  performance  in 
Weston  Auditorium,  on  October 
16  at  8:00  p.m. 

Three  hundred  years  after  the 
first  performance  of  "Le  Tar- 
tuffe" in  Paris  in  the  1660's  the 
play  remains  "au  courant"  one 
of  the  most  striking,  humorous 
examples  of  Moliere's  fine  dra- 
maturgy. According  to  Sarcy, 
"from  all  the  plays  of  Moliere 
.  .  .  and  of  almost  all  plays  of 
all  types  from  all  countries,  it 
is  the  only  one  which  equally 
amuses  everyone  in  some  way 
and  no  matter  in  what  theatre 
it  is  performed."  When  perform- 
ed in  New  York  City  last  April, 
in  the  words  of  the  New  York 
Times  this  "admirable  com- 
pany" .  .  .  "happily  introduced 
the  play  as  it  was  .  .  .  and  gave 
it  a  truly  classic  interpretation 
that   retained    all   its   simplicity 


and  got  the  humor  out  of  the 
couplets." 

The  "raison  d'etre"  of  the 
Treteau  de  Paris  is  to  give 
American  students,  and  indeed, 
every  interested  theatergoer,  the 
opportunity  to  get  to  know  the 
best  French  dramatic  works  as 
they  are  performed  in  France 
and  appreciated  by  French 
audiences.  Presentation  of  this 
attraction  is,  according  to  Mr. 
Pierre  .Pinet,  Chairman  of  the 
Modern  Foreign  Language  De- 
partment, "one  of  the  ways  to 
heighten  students'  appreciation 
for  their  classroom  work.  By 
providing  them  with  the  im- 
mediacy of  a  live  theatrical  per- 
formance done  in  the  stylish  and 
professional  manner  for  which 
the  Treteau  has  become  well 
known  here,  their  outlook  for 
things  French  beyond  the  pages 
of  their  texts  is  expanded."

Fitchburg  State  College  boasts 
a  new  high  in  student  enrollment 
according  to  the  student  tally 
compiled  following  registration. 
1,887  students  are  attending  FSC 
this  semester.  This  figure  more 
than  doubles  the  1963  enroll- 
ment. 

Freshmen  account  for  nearly 
ore-third  of  the  total  college  en 
rollment  with  561  students.  Ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Jackson,  this 
figure  represents  181  high 
schools  in  the  area. 

The  number  of  transfer  stu- 
dents admitted  this  fall  more 
than  doubles  the  64  registering 
last  year  at  this  time. 

Registration  itself  was  quite 
smooth  this  year.  Freshmen  and 
seniors  registered  Monday  and 
encountered  a  little  difficulty 
moving  through  the  registration 
line.  This  was  caused  mainly  by 
the  novelty  of  registration  for 
the  freshmen. 

Tuesday's  registration  for 
sophomores  and  juniors  was 
rapid  and  smooth.  At  no  time 
were  there  any  long  lines  out- 
side the  gymnasium.  Mr.  Mazei- 
ka  and  staff  worked  efficiently 
to  settle  the  conflicts  that  did 
arise. 

Representatives  of  the  various 
student  organizations  on  campus 
manned  the  different  stations 
throughout  the  gym,  distributing 
handbooks,  cultural  affairs  pro- 
grams and  other  prerequisites 
for  registration.

Name  Dr.  Sullivan, 
To  Commonwealth 

Dr.  Neil  V.  Sullivan,  a  FSC 
graduate,  has  been  named  the 
new  commissioner  of  public 
education  for  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 

Dr.  Sullivan,  who  earned  his 
bachelor  of  science  degree  in 
June  of  1939  from  FSC,  was 
named  commissioner  Sept.  11 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
He  will  leave  a  superintendency 
post  at  Berkeley,  Calif.,  to  head 
the  Massachusetts  department 
by  the  first  of  1969.  He  will  suc- 
ceed Dr.  Owen  B.  Kiernan  in 
the  $30,000  job.  Kiernan  will  be- 
come executive  secretary  of  the 
National  Association  of  Second- 
ary School  Principals. 

Dr.  Sullivan,  who  went  on 
from  FSC  to  earn  his  master  of 
arts  degree  in  education  from 
Columbia  University  and  a  doc- 
torate in  education  from  Har- 
vard University,  is  a  native  of 
Manchester,  N.H. 

The  53-year-old  Dr.  Sullivan 
has  been  superintendent  of  the 
Berkeley  school  system  since 
1964.  He  previously  held  posi- 
tions as  superintendent  of 
schools  in  a  Long  Island  District, 
in  Sanford,  Me.,  and  in  Prince 
Edward  County,  Va. 

William  G.  Saltonstall,  chair- 
man of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, who  announced  the  ap- 
pointment of  Dr.  Sullivan,  said 
he  was  chosen  from  80  candi- 
dates. Sullivan  has  "the  guts 
and  courage"  needed  for  the  job, 
according  to  Saltonstall. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  Berke-     ^Z 
ley  school  system  was  the  first 


'39  FSC  Graduate, 
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in  the  nation  of  its  size  to  achieve 
full  integration.  In  addition, 
Saltonstall  said,  Dr.  Sullivan 
succeeded  in  re-opening  free 
schools  in  Prince  Edward  Coun- 
ty, Va.,  when  schools  were  made 
"private"  to  avoid  integration. 
In  the  selection  of  Dr.  Sulli- 
van, Saltonstall  said,  the  original 
field  of  80  candidates  was  nar- 
rowed down  to  20,  then  down  to 
five  in  the  last  few  days.  Com- 
paratively low  pay,  Saltonstall 
said,  made  it  impossible  for 
"many  good  men"  to  seek  the 
post.  He  said  the  State  Board 
will  wage  a  campaign  to  obtain 
salary  boosts  in  critical  areas 
because  a  number  of  adminis- 
trative educators  in  the  state  de- 
partment have  left  for  better- 
paying  jobs.

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EDITORIALS 

Limited  Unlimited  Cuts 

Great  strides  are  being  made  toward  achieving  more 
liberal  students'  rights  at  FSC.  The  dress  code  has  been 
liberalized.  Students  are  being  given  more  choice  in  select- 
ing courses.  An  unlimited  cut  system  has  been  adopted. 

Or  has  it? 

The  administration  has  been  quite  helpful  in  advanc- 
ing this  legislation  to  allow  students  the  freedom  of  decid- 
ing for  themselves  what  classes  they  should  attend. 

It  was  hoped  that  this  move  would  permit  the  students 
to  assume  some  of  the  responsibility  of  their  education. 
By  deciding  to  attend  classes,  they  would  be  demonstrating 
their  willingness  to  accept  this  adult  responsibility. 

However,  the  snag  in  this  system  lies  neither  with  the 
administration  nor  with  the  students.  It  lies  with  the 
faculty. 

Most  of  the  faculty  has  been  cooperative  in  following 
this  policy  of  unlimited  cuts.  Unfortunately,  several  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  obviously  do  not  feel  that  the  students 
at  FSC  are  adults,  mature  enough  to  m^ke  decisions  on 
their  own. 

Each  professor  has  the  right  to  feel  that  his  course 
is  the  most  important,  but  it  is  disappointing  to  hear  a 
professor  say,  "There  may  be  unlimited  cuts  but  in  my 
course  — ."  He  is  really  saying  that  not  only  is  his  course 
the  most^important,  but  also  that  the  accepted  policy  is 
not  good  enough  for  him. 

Attendance  records  must  be  kept  for  several  reasons. 
Students  who  are  veterans  must  be  able  to  show  proof  of 
attendance.  Records  of  this  nature  may  also  help  or  hurt 
a  borderline  student.  However,  attendance  alone  must  not 
be  the  determining  factor  of  a  grade. 

Unlimited  cuts  can  only  work  for  a  student  if  they 
receive  the  combined  understanding  and  cooperation  of 
the  student  himself,  the  administraton  and  most  important- 
ly, the  faculty. 


Who  Are  The  Freshmen--- 

Freshman  initiation  has  obviously  gone  out  of  vogue 
at  FSC.  This  year's  freshman  class  was  freed  from  one  of 
the  most  anticipated  events  of  beginning  a  college  career — 
any  type  of  initiation. 

According  to  the  chairman  of  the  orientation  commit- 
tee, hazing  was  to  be  forbidden  this  year.  According  to  the 
SGA  president,  everything  was  forbidden. 

Initiation  should  not  be  a  time  for  vicious  hazing  and 
embarrassing  antics.  Rather  it  should  be  a  time  of  fun  and 
the  founding  of  new  friendships. 

This  year,  the  freshmen  were  deprived  of  this  ex- 
perience. Beanies  and  signs  distinguish  th  frosh  from  the 
other  students.  They  allow  a  footing  for  the  frosh  to  make 
the  acquaintance  of  upperclassmen  in  a  relaxed  atmosphere 
and  give  tv°  faculty  a  chance  to  learn  their  names. 

More  importantly,  the  initiation  helps  to  develop  a 
strong  sense  of  class  spirit.  It  also  helps  the  class  to  pick 
out  their  leaders  for  the  upcoming  freshmen  elections. 

We  can  only  hope  that  leaders  and  spirit  will  be  dis- 
covered through  other  means  since  these  are  the  two  es- 
sentials needed  for  a  strong  class.  And  the  largest  class 
on  campus  should  be  one  of  the  strongest. 


Outline  Rules  For 
Library  Facilties 

The  Fitchburg  State  College 
Library  contains  over  46,000 
volumes  which  may  be  borrowed 
for  two  weeks  and  renewed  for 
a  second  period  of  two  weeks. 
Books  may  be  borrowed  for 
home  use  only  by  persons  cur- 
rently registered  in  the  day 
school  or  the  Program  of  Con- 
tinuing Studies.  Fines  for  over- 
due books  are  charged  at  the 
rate  of  5  cents  per  day.  If  the 
books  are  returned  before  the 
second  notice  has  been  sent,  the 
fine  is  cut  in  half.  Notices  of 
overdue  books  are  sent  to  stu- 
dents one  week  after  the  books 
are  due.  The  second  notice  is 
sent  one  week  later. 

Reference  books,  records,  and 
periodicals  must  be  used  in  the 
library.  A  circulating  collection 
of  records  is  available  in  the 
stack   area. 

Reserve  books  must  be  used 
in  the  library  during  the  hours 
when  the  library  is  open.  They 
may  be  borrowed  overnight  af- 
ter 8  o'clock  in  the  evening  and 
must  be  returned  before  9 
o'clock  the  following  school  day. 
Reserve  books  which  are  not  re- 
turned on  time  will  be  fined  at 
the  rate  of  25  cents  per  hour  or 
any  part  thereof. 

Students  who  violate  these 
regulations  will  lose  their  library 
privileges.  Students  will  not  be 
allowed  to  register  or  receive 
marks  unless  their  library  ac- 
count is  cleared. 

STATEMENT  OF 
LIBRARY   POLICY 

All  students  are  welcome  to 
use  the  facilities  of  the  library. 
The  librarians  are  here  to  give 
you  assistance.  This  is  their  ob- 
ligation to  you.  Your  obligation 
to  the  library  is  to  observe  the 
following: 

1.  The  main  library  is  for  in- 
dividual quiet  study. 

2.  The  library  foyer  may  be 
used  for  quiet  group  study.  Cir- 
culating books  may  not  be  taken 
to  that  area  unless  properly 
charged  out.  No  other  library 
materials  may  be  used  there. 

3.  The  library  is  not  a  social 
center.  Anyone  using  it  for  this 
purpose  will  be  asked  to  leave.

The  problem  stems  from  the  in- 
ability of  students  to  fill  out  three  small, 
green  and  white  IBM  cards.  These  ques- 
tions were  posed  on  the  front  of  the  card 
and  required  merely  check  marks  to  be 
counted  among  the  rest  of  the  student 
body.  And  yet  many  students  could  not  be 
bothered  to  fill  out  the  entire  card. 

Let's  hope  that  this  attitude  will  not 
be  characteristic  of  the  entire  student 
population.  It  is  the  small  things  in  life 
that  count.

Fortunately,  for  all  concerned,  the 
number  of  males  and  females  tallied  with 
the  largest  total  enrollment  at  FSC,  1887. 
Thank  heavens  for  that!

Increased  Competition  Limits  Grants 


The  competition  for  United 
States  Government  grants  for 
graduate  study  or  research,  or 
for  study  and  professional  train- 
ing in  the  creative  and  perform- 
ing arts  abroad  in  1969-70,  is 
nearing  its  close. 

Congressional  funding  for  De- 
partment of  State  grants  in  Fis- 
cal Year  1969  (July  1,  1968  — 
June  30,  1969)  is  substantially 
below  last  year's  total.  It  is 
not  possible,  therefore,  to  as- 
sure candidates  of  the  avail- 
ability for  all  countries  of  the 
grants  shown  in  the  printed  an- 
nouncements  already   issued. 

Reductions  will  be  applied 
most  heavily  in  the  catagories 
of  grants  for  Americans  to  go 
overseas  because  of  the  desire 
of  the  government  to  reduce 
travel  overseas  at  this  time. 
Competition  for  such  grants  will, 
therefore,  be  all  the  keener.  The 
number  of  1969-70  grants  for 
Americans  may,  on  the  average, 
be  reduced  as  much  as  two- 
thirds  from  the  preceding  year. 
The  awards  are  available  as 
part  of  the  educational  and  cul- 
tural exchange  program  of  the 
U.S.  Department  of  State.  The 
general  purpose  of  the  program, 
administered  by  the  Institute  of 
International  Education,  is  to 
increase  mutual  understanding 
between  the  people  of  the  United 
States  and  those  of  other  coun- 
tries. 

Application  forms  and  detail- 
ed information  for  students  cur- 
rently enrolled  in  Fitchburg 
State  College  may  be  obtained 
from  the  campus  Fulbright  Pro- 
gram Advisor,  Dean  George  H. 
Merriam.  The  deadline  for  fil- 
ing such  applications  on  this 
campus  is  November  1,  1968. 

With  competition  greatly  in- 
creased, only  candidates  who 
fully  meet  eligibility  require- 
ments and  other  selection  cri- 
teria will  be  considered.  Appli- 
cants must  be  U.S.  citizens  at 
the  time  of  application,  must 
generally  be  proficient  in  the 
language  of  the  host  country, 
and,  except  where  noted  below, 
must  have  a  bachelor's  degree 
or  its  equivalent  by  the  begin- 
ning date  of  the  grant.  Students 
who  already  hold  the  doctoral 
degree  are  not  eligible  to  apply. 
Preference  will  be  given  to  can- 
didates who  have  had  no  pre- 
vious extended  study  or  resi- 
dence abroad,  and  who  are  un- 
der 35  years  of  age. 

Selections  will  be  made  on  the 
basis  of  academic  and-or  pro- 
fessional record,  the  feasibility 
of  the  applicant's  proposed  study 
plan,  his  personal  qualifications, 
and  evidence  that  his  selection 
for  a  grant  would  help  to  ad- 
vance the  aims  of  the  program. 

Creative  and  performing  ar- 
tists who  wish  to  study  abroad 
are  not  required  to  have  a 
bachelor's  degree  but  they  must 
have  four  years  of  professional 
study  or  equivalent  experience. 
Applicants  in  social  work  must 
have  at  least  two  years  of  pro- 
fessional experience  after  the 
Master  of  Social  Work  degree. 
Applicants  in  the  field  of  medi- 
cine must  have  an  M.D.  at  the 
time  of  application. 

Two  types  of  grants  are  avail- 
able through  IIE  under  the  Ful- 
bright-Hays  Act:  U.S.  Govern- 
ment   Full    Grants,    and    U.S. 


Government  Travel  Grants. 

A  full  award  will  provide  a 
grantee  with  tuition,  mainten- 
ance for  one  academic  year  in 
one  country,  round-trip  trans- 
portation, health  and  accident 
insurance  and  an  incidental  al- 
lowance. Countries  participat- 
ing in  the  full  grant  program 
will  be:  Argentina,  Australia, 
Belgium-Luxenbourg,"  Brazil, 
Ceylon,  Chile,  Republic  of  China,' 
Colombia,  Costa  Rica,  Denmark, 
Ecuador,  Finland,  France.  Ger- 
many, Greece,  Iceland,  India, 
Iran,  Ireland,  Italy,  Japan, 
Korea,  Malaysia,  Mexico,  the 
Netherlands,  New  Zealand,  Nor- 
way, Peru,  the  Philippines, 
Portugal,  Spain,  Sweden,  Thai- 
land, Trinidad,  Turkey,  the 
United  Kingdom,  Uruguay  and 
Venezuela. 

A  maintenance  allowance  for 
one  or  more  accompanying  de- 
pendents will  be  given  to 
grantees  studying  in  Australia, 
Ceylon,  Republic  of  China,  Fin- 
land, Germany,  India,  Japan, 
Korea,  Norway,  Portugal,  and 
Turkey.  Travel  for  dependents 
is  not  provided  in  the  grant. 

To  supplement  maintenance 
and  tuition  scholarships  granted 
to  American  students  by  univer- 
sities, private  donors  and  foreign 
governments,  a  limited  number 
of  travel  grants  are  available. 
These  are  for  study  in  France, 
Germany,  Israel,  Italy.  Poland, 
Romania,  Spain,  Sweden,  Tur- 
key, and  Yugoslavia. 

In  addition  to  the  grants  of- 
fered by  the  U.S.  Government, 
the  Institute  also  administers  ap- 
proximately 100  awards  offered 
to  American  graduate  students 
by  several  foreign  governments, 
universities   and  private  donors.

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Administration  Aids  Sports  Program  Farias  Announces  Schedule; 

15  Soccer  Veterans  Return 


For  the  first  time  in  quite  a  few  years,  the  athletic  pro- 
gram has  become  an  integral  part  of  our  college,  due  mainly 
through  the  co-operation  of  the  administration.  Through  their 
effort,  along  with  that  of  athletic  director  Thomas  Battinelli, 
athletics,  both  inter-collegiate  and  intramural,  will  thrive  at 
FSC. 

The  major  step  in  this  program  is  the  payment  of  a  fifteen 
dollar  per  student  athetic  fee.  This  will  finally  put  an  end  to  the 
yearly  below-par  allotment  which  is  determined  by  the  yearly 
budget.  This  money  will  provide  additional  equipment,  and 
may  also  prove  to  be  instrumental  in  Mr.  Battinelli's  wish  of 
accelerating  the  long-range  program  for  an  athletic  complex. 

For  the  first  time  the  Falcon  soccer  team  may  be  able  to 
play  their  home  games  at  their  own  field.  This  will  greatly  add 
to  increasing  the  enthusiasm  of  the  coach,  the  soccer  team,  and 
the  whole  student  body. 

To  aid  the  intra-mural  program,  no  longer  will  a  person  on 
academic  probation  be  prohibited  from  participating  in  intra- 
mural sports.  We  believe  this  is  a  major  step  taken  by  the 
administration  to  aid  the  athletic  program. 

Another  important  step  is  a  abolition  of  the  old  cut-sys- 
tem. This  was  the  subject  of  much  discussion  last  year,  and  we 
are  very  happy  to  see  the  unlimited  cut  system  put  into  effect. 
Although  it  is  only  or  a  one  year  trial  basis  and  refers  to  only 
sophomores,  juniors,  and  seniors,  chances  are  that  it  will  be 
a  permanent  establishment  which  will  eventlualy  include  fresh- 
men as  well.  No  longer  will  an  athlete  have  to  worry  about 
whether  or  not  he  can  go  to  an  athletic  event  because  he  may 
overcut  a  class. 

The  administration  has  done  its  part  to  provide  us  with 
excellent  conditions  to  aid  the  athletic  program.  Now  it  is  time 
for  us  to  do  our  part  and  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities 
given  to  us.

Filling  the  void  left  by  Mr. 
Eugene  Casassa  as  soccer  coach 
is  a  former  alumnus  of  Fitch- 
burg State  College,  Mr.  Joseph 
Farias.  Hardly  a  newcomer  to 
the  soccer  scene,  Mr.  Farias 
played  soccer  for  the  Falcons 
while  studying  at  FSC  and  in 
the  early  1950's  was  named  an 
All-American  in  soccer.  Gradu- 
ating in  1953  from  FSC,  Mr. 
Farias  now  teaches  in  the  In- 
dustrial   Arts    Department. 

Mr.  Farias  has  named  Mr. 
Frederick  Miller,  also  of  the  IA 
Department,  as  assistant  coach. 

Mr.  Farias  is  currently  coach- 
ing two  practice  drills  a  day, 
one  in  the  afternoon  and  one 
in  the  evening.  This  was  neces- 
sitated by  late  afternoon  classes 
and  because  some  of  the  players 
ar  student  teaching. 

In  these  early  sessions,  the 
team  is  concentrating  on  the 
basic  skills  of  the  game  and  in 
later  sessions  will  work  on  more 
advanced  tactics  of  the  game. 

One  thing  that  proved  disap- 
pointing to  Mr.  Farias  was  the 
small  turnout  for  the  team.  His 
plan  for  organizing  a  freshman 
team  was  changed  since  few 
frosh  turned  out. 

Since  it  is  still  extremely 
early  in  the  season,  Coach 
Farias  shys  away  from  making 
any  forecasts  for  his  Falcon 
booters  in  the  '68  season.  He  did 
state  optimistically  that  if  the 
team  makes  a  good  showing  at 
the  annual  alumni  game  Septem- 
er  21,  the  prospects  seem 
favorable  for  the  coming  sea- 
son.

education;  the  49  in  nursing;  the 
22  in  medical  technology;  the 
60  in  industrial  arts,  or  he  may 
be  among  the  116  secondary 
education  majors  or  the  32 
liberal   arts   majors. 

"If  a  transfer  student  he  will 
be  among  the  50  in  the  field 
of  secondary  education;  or  the 
38  in  elementary  education;  or 
the  16  in  special  education;  or 
the  16  in  industrial  arts;  or  he 
might  even  be  the  lone  one  in 
medical  technology. 

"During  the  1967-68  school 
year,  the  College  receivel  over 
3,000  applications  for  admission 
for  this  September.  Over  2,500 
were  from  freshmen  prospects 
and  nearly  500  from  students  in- 
terested in  transfering. 

"Over  1,000  offers  of  admis- 
sion were  made  to  freshmen 
candidates,  with  approximately 
one  out  of  every  two  accepting 
our  offer.  It  was  necessary  to 
refuse  admission  to  nearly  1,300 
applicants;  and  over  150  made 
application  too  late  to  be  given 
consideration. 

"In  accepting  121  transfer 
students,  we  are  admitting  near- 
ly twice  the  number  we  did  last 
year.  Even  so,  we  were  unable 
to  offer  admission  to  nearly  300 
transfer  applicants. 

"Even  as  this  year's  fresh- 
men class  is  getting  settled  on 
the  campus,  work  is  already  be- 
ginning on  next  year's  class. 
Requests  for  applications  are 
starting  to  pour  into  the  Almis- 
sions  Office,  and  a  newly  com- 
piled 35  page  "Admissions  Bul- 
letin" is  being  mailed  out  to  all 
high  school  seniors  expressing 
interest  in  Fitchburg  State." 

The  Admissions  Bulletin,  with 
its  neat  blue  cover,  contains 
pictures  and  descriptions  of 
campus  life:  academic,  social 
and  religious.  It  also  contains 
the  complete  courses  of  study 
for  all  curricula  and  the  credit 
requirements.
